The 17th Essex District covers most 
of Andover and a portion of Lawrence. 

Randy Hanson, town clerk, expects 
8,000 to 10,000 of Andover’s more than 
18,000 registered voters to cast their 
ballots in this and other races. 

“The primaries (attendance) can run 
up and down. You never know” how 
many people will show, said Ms. Han- 
son. “I’m hoping at least that many peo- 
ple come.”

tion parade, in the planning for three 
years, will kick off this Sunday, Sept. 15, 
at 1:30 p.m. More than 90 bands, floats 
and marching units are expected to take 
about two and a half hours to complete 
the 2.4-mile route. There is no rain date, 
because it is too big an event to try to 
reschedule, according to 350th Commit- 
tee members. 

Close to 3,000 participants will be in 


the parade, according to Fire Lt. James 
Cuticchia, parade coordinator. Police 
and parade organizers expect 15,000 to 
20,000 or more people to come out to 
watch the parade. 

The 350th Committee budgeted 
$70,000 for the parade and it’s “a little 
under budget,” according to Norma 
Gammon, chairwoman of the 350th. 

The parade will begin at Phillips 


Academy on Route 28, and proceed 
along Main Street, turning right at 
Shawsheen Square and left on York 
Street before concluding at Brickstone 
Square. Street closings and parking 
restrictions will be in effect. (See story,

A UFO experience

Dean Riendeau, of 113 Pine 
St., says that in 1985 he saw a 
UFO on a remote road outside of 
Chartierville, Canada, just five 
miles from the United States bor- 
der. 

To tell his story, Mr. Riendeau 
begins by opening a beaten 
leather briefcase filled with let- 
ters, pamphlets, business cards 
and newspaper clippings. He 
produces a photo. The picture 
shows an unidentifiable object — 
much like a construction work- 
er’s helmet — sitting in the mid- 
dle of the road next to a barn. 

He was driving from his par- 
ents’ house in Chartierville to 
visit his uncle in LaPatrie, Cana- 
da when he drove over a hill and 
encountered what he believes 
was an alien “mother ship.” It 
was a shinny crystal-like color, 
larger than the surrounding 
trees, with landing pads coming 
down from it, he says. 

“Lucky I had my pocket insto- 
matic camera with me and 
snapped a shot of it,” Mr. Rien- 
deau recalls on a recent inter- 
view with 92.5 FM radio station. 

Everything was silent, but he 
remembers feeling some sort of 
heat coming from the craft. Ner- 
vous, he turned the car around. 
He had hoped that he had cap- 
tured it on camera. 

As a member of MUFON 
(Mutual Unidentified Objects 
Network), Mr. Riendeau says he 
has researched the history of the 
Chartierville area and that there 
have been a number of similar 
occurrences in the vicinity. 

When asked if anyone has 
accused him of being crazy, he 
replies, “Not to my face. I’ve got- 
ten mixed reactions from family 
and friends. Some are excited. 
Some are like, ‘Good luck.’

US League president

Becky Cain, president of the 
League of Women Voters of the United 
States, will speak on “Making Democ- 
racy Work, Restoring Public Confi- 
dence,” Thursday, Oct. 1, from 7 until 
9 p.m. at Memorial Hall Library.

“As the public’s trust 
of the political system and govern- 
ment is eroded, participation declines 
and solutions do not reflect the com- 
mon good. And frankly, support for 
the various advocacy positions taken 
by the League is diminished, both 
from the public and in Congress.”

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Narrowing of Route 28 at PA to go forward

Despite opposition voiced by several resi- 
dents Monday night, Phillips Academy and 
the Mass Highway Department will go for- 
ward with plans to narrow Route 28 through 
the PA campus from four lanes to two. 

Construction could start as soon as this 
Monday, but will likely be postponed until 
spring because there are only about six 
weeks left in this construction season, 
according to Peter Kutrubes, a Mass High- 
way Official. 

Selectmen hosted what they billed as an 
informational meeting Monday night on the 
proposed project, saying the meeting was 
more of a courtesy to residents who may 
have been uninformed on the details of the 
proposal rather than an official hearing, 
since the project has already been approved.

Odyssey Way and toward the end of Acropo- 
lis Circle 

Mr. Saryan called the police, then got 
dressed, grabbed his video camera and went 
in the car looking for the moose. He drove on 
Woburn Street toward Wilmington and into 
the Wilmington industrial park, but to no 
avail. 

Wayne Nader, Andover’s animal control 
officer, said police received two or three 
calls about the moose walking through back- 
yards in the Woburn Street area. Officer 
Nader said he took the first call, then went 
out looking for the moose himself, but also 
had no luck. 

“I didn’t see it,” Officer Nader said. 

But he said that area where the moose 
was spotted is swampy with a lot of wetland 
habitat, “which would be ideal for them.” 

He said the reports were of only one 
moose, or at least one at a time. The animal 
was described as being “big with a full 
rack,” and appearing healthy.

But even after two hours of 
going through the reasons for 
the traffic changes and outlining 
the two-year chronology of 
events leading to the awarding of 
a contract for the job last month, 
several of the 30 or more resi- 
dents at the meeting still seemed 
to be against the plans. 


One of the main issues 
brought out by Donald Johnson, 
of 4 Applecrest Road, was that 
the changes will result in longer 
backups and delays in that 
stretch of roadway, and he ques- 
tioned the engineers’ studies and 
reports to the contrary. 

“We’re not reducing the 
capacity of that roadway, that’s 
the simple answer,” said Robert 


Vanesse, president of Robert 
Vanesse Inc., the traffic engi- 
neering firm involved in the pro- 
ject. “The state would not allow 
that.” 

Some residents questioned 
the cost of the project, $747,000, 
to be paid by Mass Highway with 
state taxes. They said that if PA 
wants the project, they should 
pay for it. PA already spent 
about $160,000 for the design 
plans. 


One suggestion by those 
opposed to the plan was to use 
paint, grooves in the pavement 
or other means to reduce the 
lanes from four to two, rather 
than moving the curbs. That way 
the effort would be reversible if 
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ANDOVER 470-8121 
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it doesn’t work. 

PA officials said a simulated trial of the 
narrowing was done during a recently com- 
pleted project to install utilities through that 
stretch, and it worked. Mr. Kutrubes said 
that, in the event that the changes do cause 
unforeseen problems on the roadway, the 
state would be back to correct them, even if 
it meant reversing the changes. 

Residents also questioned the statistics 
cited in a safety report that said 58 accidents, 
including four involving pedestrians, have 
occurred in that half-mile stretch of roadway 
during the last five years. Police and PA offi- 
cials stood by those numbers. 


Opponents also asked what PA was doing 
to encourage the students to cross Route 28 
at the crosswalks, and not helter skelter 
wherever they saw fit. School officials said 
an ongoing training program has been incor- 
porated into the school’s program. 


Mr. Kutrubes said that, in the end, Mass 
Highway listens to the selectmen, presuming 
they represent the majority interest of the 
town, as to whether the town supports or 
does not support a project. If anyone is to be 
held accountable for this project moving for-

Business is booming at 
Dundee Office Park

Business at Dundee Office Park, 
which is off Essex Street, all kinds of 
business, is brisk . 

A group of investors purchased the 
144,000-square-foot office park Aug. 1, 
and roughly 75 percent of it is now 
leased, according to Albert P. Manzi 
III, property manager. Construction is 
underway for two businesses that will 
move in Oct. 1, accounting for about 
7,000 square feet.

Three-term Selectman James Barenboim 
Monday night abruptly and publicly 
announced that he will not seek re-election in 
March. 

Immediately on the heels of telling resi- 
dents that he was sorry some of them felt they 
were not adequately informed about the 
progress of planned traffic changes on Route 
28 at Phillips Academy, Mr. Barenboim blurt- 
ed out, “The election is in March and I’m not 
running again.”

Barenboim had told his fellow board mem- 
bers and Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
some time ago of his intention not to run 
again, Mr. Stapczynski said Wednesday. 

But his timing was typical of Mr. Baren- 
boim’s activity during his tenure on the

boim to become emotional about an issue, 
especially when people target the board or its

ward, he said, it would be the board 
members. Selectmen chairman 
James Barenboim agreed. 

Not everyone at the meeting was 
opposed to the changes. 

“I’m here because I think it’s a 
good plan,” said Jane Griswold, of 14 
Woodland Road and a former Zoning 
Board of Appeals member. “I'd like 
to see it happen.” 

At least one other resident there 
echoed her sentiments. 


Chairman Barenboim said he 
sympathized with some residents 
who felt they were not well informed 
as to the progress of the project, but 
he also commended PA for their 
openness throughout the process. 


Long process 

Some residents, including Select- 
man Larry Larsen, said they were 
unaware of the public hearing that 
was held on the proposal and that 
residents were not given adequate 
opportunity for input. Neil Cullen, 
PA’s chief financial officer, recited 
the history behind the project. 


Two female PA students were 


struck and injured by a car as they 
crossed in a crosswalk on Route 28 at 
Chapel Avenue in May 1994. The 
accident spurred PA, town and state 
highway officials to began looking 
for a way to make the road through 
the campus safer. 


They looked at constructing a 
pedestrian bridge or underpass, but 
decided it would be too difficult to 
find a way to funnel the students to 
such a crossing or crossings. Aes- 
thetics were a major part of that 
decision, as corralling the pedestri- 
ans to keep them from crossing at 
other areas, PA officials decided, 
would require an inordinate amount 
of fencing. Overhead concrete walk- 
ways would also not be appropriate 
for what PA officials referred to as a 
gateway to downtown Andover. 


The Academy funded a pedestrian 
safety study and finally decided to 
pursue the plan to reduce the stretch 
of roadway from Wheeler Street 
almost to Hidden Road from two 
lanes in each direction to one in 
each direction. Selectmen endorsed 
the plan in November 1994.They 
endorsed more complete plans again

in May 1995, and sent a letter to 
Mass Highway in support of the pro- 
ject. The state approved funding the 
construction of the project in June 
1995, on the condition that the town 
pay for the design plans. PA agreed 
to pay for those plans. 


A public hearing on the proposal 
was held in the selectmen’s confer- 
ence room at town offices April 3 of 
this year, where final plans were 
presented and discussed. The project 
went out to bid in July and a con- 
tract was awarded Aug. 28 to J. Phe- 
lan Construction Inc. 


The design allows for turning 
lanes at almost every curb cut along 
both sides of the roadway, and state- 
of-the-art traffic signals at three 
intersections — Salem Street, Chapel 
Avenue and Wheeler Street. The 
roadway will be narrowed by about 
two feet on each side by widening 
the median. 


Engineers for the project said the 
new signals will be synchronized for 
efficient traffic flow, and that sen- 
sors will adjust the timing depend- 
ing on the traffic flow.

Pike begins classes with record enrollment 


Classes began at Pike School Monday 
Sept. 9, for 410 students from 28 communities 
in the Merrimack Valley. This number repre- 
sents a full enrollment for the school, now in 
its 70th year of operation. 

Following the trend in independent 
schools across the nation, the number of 
applicants to Pike continues to increase. 
Although the school has opened with a 
record high enrollment, the addition of a full- 
time learning specialist has enabled the 
school to maintain its one-to-eight faculty- 
student ratio. 

As well as increasing the number of class- 
room faculty, Pike continues to be a leader 
among schools in using computers as an inte- 
gral learning tool, a spokesman said. The 
purchase of nearly 50 new computers and 25 
new printers means that there is an average 
of four computers in each classroom, or one 
computer for every five students in the 
school.

Shape their experience to see its value for 
themselves and others. Sometimes this can 
provide space between the child and a diffi- 
cult experience, Ms. Chivers says. 

Ms. Browning agrees, “I’ve known chil- 
dren to deal with serious illness or death in 
their family through their poetry.” 

Another goal is to help the class listen to 
and value each other. “Students are aston- 
ished at the quality of each others’ work. 
Regardless of their disabilities, children can 
make poems,” says Ms. Chivers. Each child 
completes a book of at least five poems and 
contributes one poem to a class volume. The 
sharing and mutual appreciation also unites 
the class. 

When preparing her workshops, Ms. 


Chivers incorporates themes from the stan- 
dard curriculum. But figurative language 
also improves students’ other writing. 
According to Ms. Browning, “Poetry teaches 
them to experiment with figurative language 
and learn to use it successfully. This expands 
the writing techniques available for their 
regular prose in research reports, social sci- 
ence papers, and so forth.” Ms. Chivers’ 
method of observing details, then giving 
shape and structure to observations, is the 
Same process necessary for work in the sci- 
ences and social sciences. 

The success of Mary Chivers’ techniques 
is evident in her students’ work, which con- 
sistently wins awards in poetry contests. But 
the most important prize for all her students 
is their new mastery of creative expression.

Senior Center and follow-up interviews 
by the Townsman indicate Mr. Fine- 
gold and Ms. Parsons have different 
approaches regarding two of the five 
issues on which Mr. Finegold bases his 
campaign. These two issues are buying 
open land and cutting taxes. 

“My main stand is I’m not going to 
promise lower taxes,” said Ms. Par- 
sons, who claims Mr. Finegold fell 
through with a promise to lower resi- 
dential taxes in Andover. “What I will 
do is try to look for any type of way to 
trim the taxes. But I can’t promise.” 

Mr. Finegold notes he was the only 
selectman to vote against lowering the 
business tax rate, which increased the 
tax burden to residents. 

Although he falls short of promising 
a state tax cut, Mr. Finegold does talk 
of lowing the state sales tax in this dis- 
trict. Ms. Parsons avoids committing to 
any type of tax cut. 

Forum issues 

Both candidates, along with Repub- 
lican James Fox and state Sen. John 
O’Brien (D-Andover), were asked about 
the state sales tax at the Senior Center 
forum. 

Mr. Finegold mentioned the possi- 
bility of the sliding scale of tax rates 
for communities such as Andover and 
Lawrence that are close to New Hamp- 
shire. 

“T’m not sure how much longer the 
retail store (can continue) with people 
going up to the Rockingham Mall,” he 
said. “I think it is an issue that will be 
discussed.” 

Sen. O’Brien said he questioned the 
constitutionality of varying sales tax 
rates and Mr. Finegold yesterday 
acknowledged that problem. 

“IT do agree with Sen. O’Brien. This 
could be a constitutional issue but I 
think that issue (lowering the sales 
tax) needs to be re-examined,” said Mr. 
Finegold. 

While Mr. Fox said the state should 


bring down the sales tax uniformly 
across the state over a 10-year period, 
Ms. Parsons avoided talk of lower taxes 
and instead put responsibility on indi- 
viduals to invest in their town’s busi- 
nesses. 

“It’s up to people where they want to 
shop,” she said. “We should be interest- 
ed in helping them (local businesses). 

“We need to try to encourage that — 
shopping locally,” Ms. Parsons repeat- 
ed Tuesday. “But I wouldn’t agree with 
decreasing a sales tax across the bor- 
der (towns). You have to keep a fixed 
rate tax in the state of Massachusetts.” 

Although the candidates seem to dif- 
fer on the issues of taxes and buying 
open land, Ms. Parsons does agree with 
the other points on Mr. Finegold’s five® 
point legislative agenda. 

Mr. Finegold has made the econom- 
ic development of areas such as the 
River Road industrial area a priority 
and takes credit for helping to bring 
companies such as Putnam Invest- 
ments and Genetics here. Ms. Parsons 
said she will focus on bringing more 
businesses to the district, too. 

“Td like to take my experience from 
the Andover Center Association and 
use that to attract larger companies to 
River Road and some of the mill space 
in Lawrence,” she said. Ms. Parsons 
worked as a part-time administrative 
director for the Andover Center Asso- 
ciation before resigning this spring. 

Another of Mr. Finegold’s plans is to 
use state money to expand the commu- 
nity policing programs and Ms. Par- 
sons supports this decision. She also 
wants to “lend” state police to 
Lawrence or hire more state police to 
serve in that area, she said. 

In addition, Ms. Parsons favors Mr. 
Finegold’s final agenda item to build a 
bike path in Andover similar to the 
widely-used Minuteman Trail in the 
Greater Boston area. 

“T think that’s a wonderful concept. I 
haven’t researched it,” she said. 
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Madhu Sridhar, president of the League of Women Voters of Andover 
and North Andover, was the time-keeper for last week’s debate. 


Personal differences 

During the campaign, Ms. Parsons 
said repeatedly she wants to highlight 
the differences between herself and pri- 
mary opponent Mr. Finegold. Her cam- 
paign literature and many of her com- 
ments focus on their personal differ- 
ences. 

She’s noted she’s an Andover parent 
and homeowner. Mr. Finegold is not. 
He’s a Single, 25-year-old Andover 
selectman who lives in his parents’ 
home. 

In her opening remarks at a recent 
candidates forum, Ms. Parsons said, “I 
regard this position as a full-time job. 
(It’s) very important that I bring this 
up.” 
When he announced he was run- 
ning, Mr. Finegold said he planned to 
remain a selectman and keep his job at 
AccuBanc Mortgage Corp. 

Yesterday, Wednesday, Mr. Finegold 
said he will cut back his hours at 


AccuBanc. He also said he wants to 
complete his final year as a selectman 
but believes he will probably have to 
give up the position. 

“Tl be a full-time representative,” 
he said. “I don’t think there’s anybody 
in town that questions my commit- 
ment to (the) people.” 

Mr. Finegold is the only selectman 
to hold office hours to talk with his 
constituents. 


Personal differences aside, Mr. Fine 


gold and Ms. Parsons do agree on manv _ 


of the issues asked about during the 
candidate’s forum at the Senior Center. 

Both like the program that gives 
senior citizens tax vouchers for doing 
volunteer work and support expanding 
the program to the state level. Both 
also said the state needs to monitor 
HMOs and both are opposed to cutting 
programs such as Medicaid and Medi- 
care. 


Parsons banks on criticizing Finegold’s record

With time running down in her cam- 
paign and in a candidates’ forum at the 
Andover Senior Center Friday, Sept. 6, 
Denise Parsons used her closing 
remarks to try to clock fellow Demo- 
crat Barry Finegold. 

Ms. Parsons accused her primary 
opponent of making promises to get 
elected — such as lowering taxes — and 
of misrepresenting himself by saying 
he’s a mortgage banker. 

After the closing remarks, Mr. Fine- 
gold denied both those charges, saying 
they were a sign of “a desperate cam- 
paign.” 

“Before I worked for AccuBanc, I 
worked for Mercantile Bank. But a 
mortgage banker does not have to be 
licensed. That is absolutely not true,” 
said Mr. Finegold, disputing the mis- 
representation charge. 

Mr. Finegold also said the town has 
not taxed to the levy limit while he’s 


been a selectman. The year before Mr. 
Finegold was elected, the town passed 
an override of Proposition 2%, a tax-lim- 
iting state law, to fund a then-$40.5 mil- 
lion school building project. 

Mr. Finegold and Ms. Parsons will 
face off in the Democratic primary 
Tuesday, Sept. 17. To begin her closing 
remarks Friday, Ms. Parsons said 
because the primary is so soon it’s 
important for her to show the differ- 
ences between herself and Mr. Fine- 
gold. 

When Mr. Finegold was running for 
selectmen he said he’d lower taxes, not- 
ed Ms. Parsons. Now that he’s running 
for state representative his first agenda 
item is again to lower or maintain tax- 
es, she noted. 

“T will not promise that because I 
don’t know if I can deliver,” said Ms. 
Parsons. 

Ms. Parsons then said Mr. Finegold 
is a mortgage broker, not a mortgage 


banker as he claims. 

“I was sick of the deceit, the lies and 
the self-serving politicians who would 
say anything to get elected,” she told 
the crowd at the Senior Center. “I don’t 
have all the answers — no one does — 
but I have the education, the maturity 
and the ability to work with you, the 
government and the private sector to 
make the best possible decisions.” 


Following the closing remarks, Mr. 
Finegold said, “All I can say right now 
is I think it’s unfortunate any time a 
campaign gets negative. 

“When I was running for selectman 
I was basically not known. I ran a posi- 
tive campaign about the issues” and 
beat incumbent Charles Wesson, he 
said. “What I see right now (for Ms. 
Parsons) is a desperate campaign and 
I’m not going to go to that level.” 

Ms. Parsons didnot let the ,mort- 
gage-banker issue die this week. She 


brought the newspaper a copy of Ch. 
255E of the Mass. General Laws, which 
defines terms such as mortgage broker 
and mortgage lender. 

“Mortgage banker is a term used by 
mortgage lenders. Barry is a mortgage 
broker,” she said. 

“She’s way off on this. Way off,” Mr. 
Finegold said this week. “I just don’t 
get it. I don’t understand the newswor 
thiness of it.” 


A fax from Daniel F. Lionetta, Mr. 
Finegold’s branch manager at 
AccuBanc in Burlington, showed 
AccuBanc is a licensed mortgage 
lender in Massachusetts. 

“We are in fact mortgage bankers in 
Massachusetts,” he said. “When you 
refer to a mortgage lender, you are gen- 
erally referring to a mortgage banker.” 

Mr. Lionetta said Mr. Finegold “is 
actually very well respected by all of 
his clients.”

Since May of 1994 when two stu- 
dents were seriously injured on that 
road, Academy officials have been 
meeting with town and state officials 
to find a solution.

Zone (which cut the speed limit to 30

The Mass Highway Dept. held a 
public hearing in Andover April 3, 
1996 on the final plans. The meetings 
were all advertised in the Townsman. 

The plans should not be a surprise. 

The Academy has paid about 
$160,000 for the safety study, the 
School Campus Zone work and the 
design work. The total cost for the 
project is $747,000 and will be funded 


by state bonds.

I’ve been following with interest 
the school uniform situation in 
Lawrence.

his feet up on a desk, and I can’t 
imagine that for a kid in a plaid uni- 
form. 

On the other hand, I’m a bit 
uncomfortable telling anyone how to 
dress, even students. I’m not saying 
it shouldn’t be done, I’m not sure if it 
should. I’m just saying I’m uncom- 
fortable with such a policy. 

I remember once when I was 
working at another newspaper and a 
reporter came to work in jeans. I 
don’t remember the rest of his outfit 
so it probably wasn’t too outrageous. 
The publisher, a man with strong 
opinions he wasn’t afraid to voice,

asked the reporter what he was 
doing that day. 

“T’m interviewing So-And-So 
who’s running for the Board of 
Selectmen,” was the answer. 

“Go home and change your 
clothes,” shot back the publisher. 
“And don’t ever come to work in 
jeans again.” 

Perhaps we should have had a 
dress code at that office, I don’t 
know. Again, you hope people will 
use good sense in dressing without 
any rules. But many don’t. 

I wore a uniform in high school. 
My parents were living in the Philip- 
pines and I came back to the States to 
a boarding school. In a way we were 
grateful there was a uniform because 
I'd been living in a hot climate and 
didn’t have clothes for cold winters. 
This made it easier to outfit me. 

It was an all-girls school. Our uni- 
form was a navy blue skirt, white 
middy blouse, navy blue blazer and 
what we called ties. We used the ties 
to express our individuality some- 
what. Made of cotton, they were 
scarves folded so that they hung 
around the neck and ended at waist 
level in a folded knot. The ties dif.- 
fered in color to represent different 
groups or clubs: glee club, athletic 
association, theater group, student 
council and so on. So that was how 
you showed your individuality since 


we didn’t have Nike, Reebok and 
New Balance choices to assert our 
differences. 

But the uniform system at my 
school negated its purpose at night. 
After classes and afternoon sporting 
and club activities, we returned to 
our dormitories and dressed for din- 
ner. And I mean dressed. This was a 
school 60 minutes out of New York 
City and a large percentage of the 
population of this school came from 
the city. Many had unlimited bud- 
gets. So at dinner you could tell the 
difference in a girl’s economic back- 
ground. I’ve never understood why 
that school had us dress in our own 
clothes at night. 

Do you remember when a student 
at Andover High School refused to 
turn her T-shirt inside out or go 
home and change it? Some adminis. 
trators decided her shirt, which 
showed large-breasted women, was 
inappropriate to wear at school. That 
young woman was arrested and 
charged with disturbing the peace 
because she was standing on The 
Rock, waving her bra, telling the 
world she had her rights. Students 
emptied out of the school to watch 
her (so did the police station) so I 
could see why she had to be removed 
from the scene. But I thought the

lengths she and her parents went to 
fight for her rights were extreme. 

Now I think the AHS administra- 
tion’s gone too far with the new “no-hat 
rule” there.

I think a base- 
ball cap is an insignificant item to pick 
on and not worth worrying about. You 
have to pick your fights. 

*It will be interesting to watch 
Lawrence work out its new uniform 
policy.

BRIDGE WORK 
The fixed restoration known as a “bridge” may be used to fill in 


the gap left by missing teeth when no more than four adjacent front 
teeth or two adjacent side teeth are absent. As its name implies, 
this restoration is patterned after a highway bridge in that it is 
supported by abutments, the healthy teeth on either side of the gap 
that anchor the bridge by virtue of crowns. Between them is the 
span of artificial teeth, or pontic. Both these artificial teeth and the 
abutment crowns should not only match the natural teeth in terms 
of shape and color, but they should also appear as if they are rising 
out of the gums. As a point of fact, though, the pontic should be 
barely touching the gums, allowing enough space beneath the 
pontic so that dental floss can be passed along its underside to 


keep it clean.
